To His Excellency H. M. Dorset, Governor: 

Snt : In compliance with law I have the honor to submit 
the annual report of this department for the fiscal year end- 
ing December 31, 1918, showing by tabulated statements 
the sources from which the revenue of the State is derived, 
the appropriations made by the Legislature for the fiscal 
year 1918 and the receipts and disbursements from Jan- 
nary 1st to December 31st, 1918. 

Since the date of the last annual report of this depart- 
ment, January 1st, 1918, to December 31st, 1918, the State 
Treasurer has received and certified to this office, and my 
official vouchers have been duly issued for $7,686,445.10. 
Executive and other warrants under the geaeral and the 
several special appropriation acts amounting to $8,332,- 
569.69 have been audited by me and paid by the Treasurer 
for the same period, and his account credited therewith. 
The condition of the treasury therefore on January 1st, 
1 919, was as follows :

It should be stated that in this balance of $813,139.66 is 
included $100,000 of the sinking fund, which by the terms 
of the Constitution can only be used for retiring the prin- 
cipal of the public debt. The total bonded debt of the 
State at the time of the adoption of this sinking fund pro- 
vision of the Constitution was $10,644,500.00, and annual 
interest thereon amounted to $719,135.00. Under this wise 
plan of retiring annually a part of the public debt the ag- 
gregate has been reduced to $5,918,202. This includes the 
debt due the State University and the Land Script Fund. 
By the funding of most of this debt at much lower rates 
the interest charge on the bonded debt has been reduced 
to $241,187.50, exclusive of the interest on the debt due the 
State University and the Land Script Fund, separate ap- 
propriaitons being made to cover these charges. "We 
have therefore made a reduction of $4,726,298 in the prin- 
cipal of the bonded debt, and our annual interest account 
has been reduced $477,947.50. It must be stated, however, 
that the proceeds of the sale of certain property of the 
State have been applied to the extinguishment of a part 
of the debt — which is also required by the Constitution of 
1877. The balance of this bonded debt is secured by the 
State's immensely valuable property, the Western & At- 
lantic Railroad, estimated to be worth $20,000,000. 

For your information I desire to submit a carefully pre- 
pared estimate of the revenue of the State, together with 
a statement of the appropriations made for the fiscal year 
1919.

It will be observed that in estimating the revenue for 
1919 a tax rate of five mills has been used, this being the 
limit fixed by the Constitution. The estimated revenue on 
this basis amounts to $7,614,355.26, of which $5,074,540.26 
is raised from ad valorem taxes, and $2,539,815.00' from 
special taxes and all other sources. 

I desire to call attention to the fact that the estimated 
revenue of the State for 1919 is based upon valuations of 
1918. The appropriations already made for 1919 exceed 
the estimated revenue $504,626.18. Should the assessed 
value of the property of the State show the same increase 
as for the previous year, to-wit, $85,000,000 in round fig- 
ures, this excess of appropriations over revenue will be de- 
creased in that proportion, or about $425,000. And if the 
anticipated increase in revenue from other sources, as a 
result of the amendment of the law imposing special taxes, 
exceeds the estimate we have made, the excess of appropri- 
ations over revenue will be further reduced.

I would urge that the legislature require all revenue 
of the State, from whatever source derived and 
collected, paid into the treasury, and all expenses of gov- 
ernment, and of every department of the government, paid 
out of this general fund by warrant of the Governor drawn 
on appropriations duly made by the legislature. This will 
relieve much confusion in the keeping of accounts by the 
bookkeeping department, and would at a glance show the 
cost to the people of the State of every branch of the gov- 
ernment maintained by the State. This I consider very 
desirable, inasmuch as both the revenue of the State and 
the expense of government are increasing each year, and 
the people of Georgia should be advised in detail of the 
cost to them of maintaining the different public institutions 
and governmental departments. 

In order that it may be seen to what extent the assess- 
ments of the taxable property of the State have increased, 
I have prepared in tabular form this data beginning with 
the year 1880, and bringing the figures down to 1919. The 
general property of the State is required by law to be re- 
turned for taxation to the receivers of tax returns of the 
several counties, and entered on their respective digests, 
while the property and franchises of all public utility cor- 
porations, is made returnable to the Comptroller-Gen- 
eral. The value of the property returned to the tax re- 
ceivers and that returned to the Comptroller-General is 
given separately, and also the rate of taxation levied by 
the State for each of said years. 

It will be observed that notwithstanding the continued 
increase in the assessed value of the property of the State 
and the consequent large increase in the revenue derived 
annually from these increases, the appropriations made by 
the legislature each year have absorbed the additional reve-

nue rendering it impossible to reduce the tax rate. Up to 
1903, when the constitutional limit on the State tax rate 
went into effect, the rate steadily increased, regardless of 
the enhancement of the value of property and the conse- 
quent increase in the revenue.

The valuation of corporate property returned to the 
Comptroller-General for taxation for the year 1918 does 
not embrace all of such property in the State. Under 
charters granted by the State there are three railroads 
claiming exemptions from ad valorem taxation, the Geor- 
gia Railroad & Banking Company, the Southwestern and 
the Augusta & Savannah. Besides these exempted lines 
we have the State's road, the Western & Atlantic. The 
value of none of these roads is included in the table above, 
but they are worth in my judgment not less than fifty mil- 
lion dollars, the revenue from which, if these roads were 
taxed like other railroads, would amount to $250,000, thus 
increasing the revenue received from taxation of public 
utility corporations by this amount. 

Among public service corporations are a very large num- 
ber of very small local telephone properties. Some of them 
are incorporated, but quite a number of them are unincor- 
porated. Most of. them have been cheaply constructed by 
the co-operation of the farmers in the territory through 
which they run, solely for their convenience, and not for 
making money, and are therefore of no value except as a 
convenience to the families of the farmers. I WOULD 
EARNESTLY URGE THAT THE LAW BE AMENDED 
IN RESPECT TO THE RETURN OF THESE PROP- 
ERTIES FOR TAXATION, SO AS TO REQUIRE THEM 
RETURNED TO THE TAX RECEIVERS AND TAXES 
PAID TO THE TAX COLLECTORS, THEY BEING 
PURELY LOCAL IN CHARACTER, and the local offi- 
cers being familiar with the character and value of these 
properties. This would also relieve the Comptroller- 
General's office from much detailed work, from which lit- 
tle revenue is derived, and the time thus saved could be 
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given to other subjects, from which far greater results in 
the way of revenue for the State could be obtained.

I have also compiled a comparative statement of the 
assessments of the colored taxpayers of the State begin- 
ning with the year 1880, in 5 year periods, from which it 
will be observed that this class of our people has rapidly 
acquired property until it has reached the enormous sum 
of $47,423,449.

By the Appropriation Act of 1918 the State School Fund 
for 1919 was fixed at $3,500,000, an increase of $300,000 
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over the appropriation for 1918. Under the law this fund 
is derived from the following sources: (1) Tax on prop- 
erty. (2) Tax on polls. (3) Half rental of Western & 
Atlantic Railroad. (4) Show taxes. (5) Dividends from 
stock of the Georgia Railroad & Banking Company, owned 
by the State. 

Tax Collectobs and Tax Receivers. 

I desire to say that, with a few exceptions, these offi- 
cials have discharged their duties faithfully and efficiently, 
and are entitled to the commendation of this department, 
under the direction of which they enforce the tax laws of 
the State. The Act of August, 1917, defining and regula- 
ting the duties of tax collectors of this State and imposing 
penalty for violation of same, I am glad to say, has resulted 
in more prompt payment of taxes by the taxpayers and 
more prompt settlements by tax collectors, thereby placing 
the funds of the State in the treasury earlier than has ever 
been the case since the decision of the Supreme Court hold- 
ing that Section 1189 of the Code, prohibiting judicial inter- 
ference with Comptroller-General's executions, was vio- 
lative of the 14th amendment of the Constitution of the 
United States. 

The enforcement of the Act" of 1917 has been seriously 
impeded by the failure of levying officers to . enforce 
promptly executions issued by tax collectors and placed in 
their hands for collection, there being no penalty provided 
by this act for the failure of levying officers to make settle- 
ments with tax collectors. This has rendered it impossible 
in very many cases for tax collectors to make settlements 
by April 20th, the time limit fixed by the statute. I there- 
fore suggest that as tax collectors are penalized to the ex- 
tent of one-fourth of their commissions for failure to make 
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settlement, that the law be amended bo as to put a reason- 
able penalty on levying officers for failure to comply with 
the provision of the statute regulating their duties. In my 
judgment this suggested amendment will enable tax col- 
lectors to make their final settlements by the time limit 
fixed by law, and place in the Treasury practically the 
State 's entire revenue by April 20th, provided we have the 
co-operation of County Commissioners in certifying insol- 
vent lists, errors, etc.. It might be better still to central- 
ize fully authority and responsibility in the tax collectors 
by passing an act making tax collectors ex-officio sheriffs 
for the levy of fi fas. issued against delinquent tax payers. 
This has been done in Fulton County and has greatly ex- 
pedited settlements by the tax collector. 

It gives me very great pleasure to state that as a rule 
both the tax receivers and tax collectors of this State are 
diligent, efficient, faithful and honest in the discharge of 
their duties, and are entitled to the commendation of the 
people of the counties whom they serve. 

Fee Reports. 
Under the Act approved August 17, 1912, which went 
into effect January 1, 1913, requiring quarterly reports 
filed with the Comptroller-General by all State and county 
officers receiving fees, commissions or compensation other 
than salaries, the Legislature now has in its bands infor- 
mation covering receipts for the four quarters of 1913 to 
1918, of all State and county officers who have filed re- 
ports. "With these reports before them the Legislature 
has the information which it sought to secure, and I there- 
fore urge that the purpose of the Act having been accom- 
plished, it be repealed. To allow it to remain on the 
statute books as a continuing Act would serve no good pur- 
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pose, and would impose additional duties upon the officers 
affected thereby, as well as upon the office of the Comptrol- 
ler-General, and involves heavy expense on the part of the 
State in the matter of incorporating these voluminous re- 
ports in the House and Senate Journals. 

State Revenue Laws. 

Section 243 of the Code of 1910 provides that "the 
Comptroller-General shall suggest such improvements in 
the revenue laws as his experience and observation may 
approve." In obedience to that provision of law I have 
from time to time recommended and oftentimes empha- 
sized the necessity for revision and amendment of the rev- 
enue laws of this State, and have suggested many amend- 
ments which I thought would remedy most of the defects 
in our system. In 1898 a joint committee of the House and 
Senate was created, which made an exhaustive study not 
only of the statutes of this State but of other States, and 
reported a bill for the consideration of the legislature. No 
action was, however, taken on said bill. In by annual re- 
port of 1901, being still impressed with the imperative need 
of a revision and amendment of our statutes, I submitted 
my views at some length for the consideration of the legis- 
lature. I quote these suggestions and recommendations in 
full from my report of 1901, to-wit: 

"Amendments to Our Revenue Laws. 

"The question of taxation is one that vitally affects 
our people, and demands and should receive most care- 
ful and intelligent consideration from the legislature at 
its coming session. The Legislature of 1898, by a 
joint resolution, provided for the appointment of a 
joint committee from the Senate and House to take up 
thiB important matter and report a general bill which 
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would correct the evils of our present system of taxa- 
tion. This committee devoted much time and thought 
to the consideration of the subject, realizing the im- 
portance of their work, and drafted a bill which it was 
thought would, to a very great extent, remedy the most 
defective features of our tax laws. Nothing, however, 
was accomplished, because the bill was not considered 
until at the close of the session, too late for its passage. 

"Many of our tax laws are conflicting, difficult of 
construction and almost impossible to harmonize one 
with the other. This will be readily understood when 
it is remembered that they have been put upon our 
statute books from time to time without due regard to 
those previously enacted affecting the same subject- 
matter. Georgia has become one of the foremost com- 
monwealths of the nation, and much of her revenue sys- 
tem is old, imperfect and entirely unsuited to present 
conditions. One of the chief defects of our present sys- 
tem is the general inequality of taxable values, which 
is largely, if not entirely, the result of voluntary as- 
sessments of our property. This method of course, 
tends to produce these inequalities, whereby conscien- 
tious citizens are taxed on higher valuations than their 
less conscientious neighbors, and whereby one county 
is taxed upon a different basis from adjoining coun- 
ties. While we must admit that there is no better or 
fairer method of taxation than- an ad valorem system 
properly and justly applied, yet there is none more op- 
pressive and unequal when loosely and imperfectly ad- 
ministered, as is the case in Georgia. We are all aware 
that equality or uniformity in tax values cannot be at- 
tained by voluntary assessment, as no two persons will 
agree as to the valuation of the same class of property, 
and, of course, it must be apparent that the wider the 
difference of opinion the greater the want of uniformity 
in said values. This, of course, distributes the bur- 
dens of taxation unequally, and some system should be 
adopted to lessen, if not entirely remedy, this evil. 

"In addition to these inequalities in the tax assess- 
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ment of our property which so universally obtain, I 
beg to call attention to a yet much greater evil which 1 
know is as general as the one just alluded to. I refer 
to the listing and assessment of such property as is 
designated invisible personal property. It is a gen- 
erally known fact that this class of property, although 
representing a very large proportion of the wealth of 
this State, and from which the holders receive large 
profits, is not listed for taxation at all, and therefore 
the owners thereof escape taxation altogether on this 
property. This report shows that the total value of 
stocks and bonds' returned this year for taxation is only 
$4,165,582; amount of money, notes, accounts and obli- 
gations of all kinds, $34,380,51; value of merchandise 
of every class $23,879,854; and bank stock, national and 
State, $13,055,476. 

"I am confident that if all such property could be 
reached and the value added to the taxable property 
of the State, it would increase our State assessments 
at least oue hundred millions of dollars, and thus de- 
crease our tax levy very largely, which 1 believe can be 
accomplished by proper legislation without injustice to 
the holders of these classes of property. I know that . 
the universal protest of our people against the con- 
stantly increasing tax levieB by the Legislature is not 
because of our appropriations for the education of 
their children, for they know that they get value re- 
ceived for the expenditure of every dollar of this 
money; nor on account of the appropriation for pen- 
sioning Confederate veterans and widows of veterans, 
because the people themselves have voted this money 
to them ; nor yet for the money expended by the State 
in sustaining our noble charities, for this is but the dis- 
charge of our Christian duty to the unfortunates who 
are inmates of these institutions. But these protests 
are because of the high rate of taxation growing out 
of this want of uniformity and equality in the distri- 
bution of the burdens of taxation, and a remedy should 
be found and promptly applied. 
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"An additional reason for this suggested legislation 
is that as a rule owners of this invisible property are 
persons of wealth, and therefore better able to contrib- 
ute to the taxes of the State than small farmers and 
small home owners in the towns and cities, and should 
not longer be permitted to escape taxation. The State 
of Alabama has provided for a State Tax Commis- 
sioner and County Tax Commissioners for each county 
to remedy similar evils in that State, and although this 
system has been in operation a very few years, I am 
informed that many millions of property have already 
been added to the taxable property of the State, which 
had been escaping taxation, and this, too, without a 
dollar's expense to the State or the counties." 
After nearly twenty years of additional experience in 
the administration of our system of taxation, and investi- 
gation of the tax systems of other States, and after reading 
many able publications on the subject of taxation generally, 
written by noted political economists, I am convinced that 
the views expressed in 1901 are fundamentally sound, just, 
and applicable to present conditions in Georgia. Any 
weakness in our statutes is not the result of a defective 
system, but of the lack of machinery to support and en- 
force the system. No system, in my judgment, whether ad 
valorem and uniform, or by classification, is any stronger 
than the machinery provided by the statutes for its en- 
forcement. .The Georgia system is all right, but needs to 
be fortified and strengthened by additional machinery to 
accomplish desired results. 

Recognizing the necessity for providing machinery to 
remedy one of the serious defects in our system, to-wit, lack 
of uniformity and equality in values under the system of 
voluntary returns (reference to which is made in the fore- 
going quotation from my report of 1901) the legislature 
in 1913 passed what is known as the Tax Equalization Law, 
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which has been ably and intelligently administered by offi- 
cials provided for in said law. Its administration, how- 
ever, has developed the need for certain amendments, some 
of which were suggested by the State Tax' Commissioner, 
Hon. Jno. C. Hart, in his reports to this department, which 
have been transmitted to the legislature annually. I regret 
to state, however, that no legislation has been passed since 
1913 to accomplish this purpose. It might not be amiss 
for me to quote from the last published report of the dis- 
tinguished Tax Commissioner, his brief allusion to needed 
amendment of the tax laws of this State, including the Tax 
Equalization Act, to-wit: 

"I have not felt that I either had authority as State 
Tax Commissioner, or even wise, if I had the authority, 
at the present time to recommend any radical changes 
in the constitutional scheme of taxation. I have main- 
tained at all time since the passage of the Act that more 
could be accomplished through a wise administration of 
the law than by the enactment of drastic laws. In oth- 
er words' under our constitution all property is subject 
to ad valorem taxation, and the important thing is to 
see that the mandate of the constitution is complied 
with. This I say may be accomplished more effective- 
ly as an administrative feature than otherwise. 

"So impresed am I with the importance of improv- 
ing the administration of the law that I prepared last 
year, and the year before, a bill, requesting its enact- 
ment by the General Assembly, looking to that end. I 
again urge its importance and ask for its passage." 

Since the above was written, and since my last annual 
report to your honorable body, the State has sustained an 
irreparable loss in the death of this distinguished, able, 
and conscientious public official, Judge Jno. C. Hart, Geor- 
gia's first State Tax Commissioner. No citizen of this 
State was more universally loved, admired, and respected 
than he. It was my privilege as well as pleasure to have 
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been associated with him personally and officially from the 
day he became Attorney-General (one of the ablest the 
State has ever had) to the close of his efficient and faith- ' 
ful service in the office of State Tax Commissioner. This 
intimate association with Judge Hart made me familiar 
with the high order of service which he rendered his State, 
and the unselfish devotion with which he discharged every 
duty devolved upon him. His administration of the new 
and untried law known as the Tax Equalization Act, was 
characterized by wisdom and absolute impartiality and 
justice in protecting the interests of both the State and the 
individual taxpayer. In quoting his recommendations with 
reference to the amendment of this law I feel the high 
source from which they emanate will gain for them your 
most earnest and thoughtful consideration. 

One suggestion I desire to make, which I am satisfied 
will meet certain criticisms of the law which appear to 
be justified, viz., that this act should apply to property of 
public service corporations as well as to all other prop- 
erty. I would therefore recommend that the constitution of 
the State be amended so as to provide that all public ser- 
vice corporations shall return their property and franchises 
to the State Tax Commissioner, and that the duties now de- 
volved on the Comptroller-General in the matter of receiv- 
ing such returns and assessing the property for taxation, 
shall be devolved upon the State Tax Commissioner. The 
duty devolved by the laws now of force with reference to 
the calculation and certifying of these taxes to the counties, 
cities, and school districts, should still be devolved upon 
the Comptroller-General, this method having proved en- 
tirely satisfactory to the counties, cities, and school dis- 
tricts. 

It is with some degree of hesitancy that I present my 
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views on the vital question of Georgia's Tax system, inas- 
much as the legislature at its last session, recognizing the 
importance of revising and strengthening the present ma- 
chinery for reaching all classes of property and compelling 
the owners thereof to bear their part of the burdens of gov- 
ernment based upon the value and amount of the property 
owned by each, created a commission with a view to bring- 
ing about this result. This commission is composed of the 
Governor, who is Chairman, the State Tax Commissioner, 
and other eminent Georgians who are making a thorough 
and exhaustive Btudy of the laws of this as well as of other 
States, and who are deeply interested in securing for Geor- 
gia an ideal tax system, if this be humanly possible. But 
realizing that "in a multitude of counsellors there is wis- 
dom," and sharing equally with this commission the de- 
sire that Georgia's tax system should fully meet conditions 
existing in this State, I venture to submit my views to your 
body for what they are worth, knowing that you will be 
called on to consider the merits of different systems of tax- 
ation. These views have been gained from years of expe- 
rience in the administration of the present system, under 
which the State haB grown and prospered. 

In support of the contention that, given the necessary 
machinery, the present system properly safeguarded would 
produce the desired result, I give below a table, showing, 
in five year periods commencing in 1900, what has been 
accomplished in the way of increased values, notwithstand- 
ing the alleged weakness and inefficiency of our tax laws.

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The total increase in the assessed value of property in 
the last 23 years you will observe in round figures is $646,- 
000,000. The entire revenue of the State at the beginning 
of that period was $3,500,000, while the revenue collected 
in 1918 (exclusive of the temporary loan and that part of 
the automobile tax which is pro-rated to counties) was 
$7,020,490, and this with a tax rate of 5 mills in 1918 as 
against 5.20 mills in 1900. 

The above figures clearly indicate that the proper amend- 
ments for enforcing our existing tax laws will produce am- 
ple revenue to meet all the requirements of the State and 
at the same time lay the burden of government on all 
property according to its value, with the same rate of taxa- 
tion on all classes of property. The substitution of a sys- 
tem of classification of poverty to be taxed- at different 
rates for the existing uniformity system would undoubted- 
ly have the effect of depriving the small holders of all 
classes of property of the protection guaranteed by the uni- 
formity system, and make it possible for large organized 
and capitalized interests to shift the burden of taxation, 
which they should properly bear, to the smoulders of the 
small taxpayers, and these interests as a rule are not slow 
to avail themselves of such an opportunity. 

It is doubtless needless for me to suggest that this prin- 
ciple of uniformity was incorporated in our constitution by 
such distinguished Georgians as Chas. J. Jenkins, N. J. 
Hammond, Robert Toombs, Thos. G. Lawson, A. R. Wright, 
and others, who doubtless had in mind the necessity for 
protecting that large class of the citizens of this State, 
the small taxpayer. 

Permit me to assure you that this department will not 
only co-operate with your body but with the Special Com- 
mittee appointed to revise our system of taxation, in the 
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effort to adopt measures to compel every taxpayer, high 
and low, to bear his just proportion of the tax burdens of 
the State. 

State Finances. 

The State's financial system is so intimately connected 
with the subject of taxation that I deem it proper to make 
answer to some criticisms of the financial condition of the 
State which appear to be based either upon mis-informa- 
tion or lack of information. 

The diffculties experienced both by the present Governor 
and his predecessors in office, in making prompt payment 
of large appropriations, is not due to the fact that the State 
has not raised sufficient revenue to meet them, but rather 
to the fact that none of the ad valorem taxes levied for the 
support of the State government for the fiscal year 
(amounting to about 75 per cent, of the entire revenue) is 
collected until late in the fall, whereas the appropriations 
for said fiscal year begin on the first day of January, over 
nine months before any revenue whatever is derived from 
taxes on property for the current year. These large ap- 
propriations, such as schools and pensions which absorb 
over two-thirds of the total revenue of the State, are de- 
manded during the first three months of the year, when as 
a matter of fact there is little of the State's revenue for 
the current year in the treasury to meet such demands upon 
it. This method of financing the State is made necessary 
by the fact that Georgia is essentially an agricultural 
State, and the crops, from the sale of which both the far- 
mers and merchants depend for funds with which to pay 
taxes, are not marketed until the fall of the year. The 
many statements made from time to time that the State 
is shy in revenue to meet its appropriations, are entirely 
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without foundation. It is true that the first few months of 
the year the only funds coming into the Treasury are from 
sources of revenue other than ad valorem taxes. There are 
therefore but two remedies which can be applied to correct 
this condition. One is, to defer by legislation the payment 
of the school fund and the pension fund for the current year 
until the revenue raised for this purpose is collected. The 
second is to provide by constitutional amendment for an 
extra levy of a small tax each year for such a period of 
years as will raise a reserve or surplus fund sufficient to 
meet appropriations promptly until the taxes for the cur- 
rent year are collected. I am frank to say, however, that 
notwithstanding the difficulty we have in meeting these 
payments, it would be unwise to adopt either remedy which 
I have mentioned. The power conferred by law upon the 
Governor to make a temporary loan is in my judgment the 
wisest solution of the difficulty, and certainly the simplest 
and easiest, and works no hardship on any one. The pub- 
lic school teachers are certainly entitled to receive thejr 
salaries from the State when they are due, while the pen- 
sioners, being as a rule old, decrepit, and in most instances 
very poor, need every dollar appropriated to them by the 
• generosity of the State, early in the year, and should not 
be kept waiting beyond the time now provided by law for 
their payment. 

In conclusion I desire to express my appreciation of the 
valuable services of my assistants, who have so faithfully 
and loyally performed their duties.
